G.S.R. 262.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here¬ 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of rec¬

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a

Provided that the Central Gor eminent may, if saisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applic¬ 
able to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt ary person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by order, for reasons to be recorded In writing, and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tiibes, Ex-ser¬ 
vicemen and other special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

1. Short title and application :—(1) These rules may be 
called the Cocoa Beans Orading and Marking Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall apply to Cocoa beans (Theobroma Cocoa L) 
produced in India. 


2, Definitions :—In these rules, unless the context other¬

(1) "Agricultural Marketing Adviser" means the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India; 

0) Authorised packer" means a person or body of 
versons who has been granted Certificate of Authori¬ 
sation to grade and mark cocoa beans in accordance 
with the grade standards and procedure prescribed 
under these rules;

with the grade designation marks; 

(4) "Schedule” means a schedule appended to these 
rules. 

3. Grade designations -The grade designations to indicate 
the quality of cocoa beans shall be as set out in column (1) 
of Schedule-I. 

4. Definition qf quality 'The quality indicated by the 
grade designations shall be set out against each grade designa¬ 
tion in columns (2) to (7) of Schedule-I. 

5. Grade designation mark The grade designation mark 
shall consist of a label specifying name of the commodity, 
grade designation and bearing the design consisting of an 
out line map of India with the word "AGMARK” and the 
figure of rising sun with the words “Produce of India” and 

“'tfPTfm BrTra” resembling the design as set out m Sche- 
dule-11. 

6. Method of packing ;—(1) Cocoa beans shall be pack¬ 
ed in clean, sound and new bags with suitable lining; 

(2) Bags and liners shall be made of only such materials 
which do not contaminate human food; 

J3) Each package shall be securely closed and sealed in 
thei manner specified by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser; 


(4) Each package shall contain Cocoa bean of one grad# 
designation only. 

7. Method of Marking :—(1) The grade designation mark 
shall be securely affixes to each package in a manner ap¬ 
proved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, 

(2) Following particulars shall also be clearly marked on 
the label or the container.— 

(a) Name and address of the packet 

(b) Date of packing, 

(c) Place of packing. 

(d) Year of harvest, 

(e) Net weight. 

(3) Proper care shall be taken to ensure that the Ink 
used for marking does not contaminate the produce. 

(4) The authorised packer may, after obtaining prior ap¬ 
proval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or any othei 
officer authorised by him in this behalf, mark his private trade 
mark on the container. Provided that the private trade mark 
does not represent a quality or grade of Cocoa beans different 
from that indicated bv the grade designation affixed to the 
container.
